Mr. MoCallum, M. P. for Monk.has 
been unseated for bribery by tho Elec- 
tion Court. 

Halifax. JN.d., May 8.— The Hon, 
W. Annand retired from tho Govern- 
ment to-day, and Mr. Hill, Provincial 
Secretary becomes Leader, Mr. Mc- 
Kinnon, of Inverness, was sworn in a 
member of tho Government. Mr. An- 
nand goes to England shortly as Im- 
migration Agent for New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. 

Ottawa, May 8.— The writ for Cen- 
tre Torouto election was dispatched 
to-day. The nomination takes place 
on the 21st inst. 

Agent-Gonoral Sproat will leave for 
British Columbia on Monday. 

The names of Hon. Oliver Mowat

Montreal, May 8. — Tho trial in tho 
case of Jette & Latlammo ot al vs. 
McNaughtoa, respecting the sale of 
lands along tho Lachiuo Canal, was 
resumed this morning. Judge Tor- 
tanco ordered that the roporters should 
tako no notos of the proceedings in 
oonfloqonce oj tho nowspapors having 
mado commonts on tho caso. Tho 
Premier was examined for an hour and 
a half. His ovidonco was entirely ne- 
gative. He admiitted having had an 
intorviow with Lailamme, Jotto and 
Quinn, and that ho had taken Jette 
into Mr. Pago for full information on 
tho subject which he supposed Pago 
gave. Ho denied having said that 
tho Government would want from 220 
to 250 feot of Jette k Co's. land. No 
npeeifiod authority was over givon for 
saying that tho Government would 
want tho land. Tho reason why the 
Govornmont had not proceeded en- 
larging tho Lachino canal was not on 
account of tho high prico of laud re- 
quired for work, but on account of the 
pressure of moro important business 
in the Public Works Department. 
Witness identified several copioo of 
tolograms and letters including tho 
famous one Laflammo to Brauii and 
produced tho originals of all. 

He donied positvely that ho had au- 
thorized tho plaintiffs 10 make state- 
ments as nppoarod in theif advortiso- 
monts. Ho had no confidential com- 
niuuico-tion with Jotto, Lalkuime, or 
anyone olso.

Hot to be Chief Justice 



On Saturday the announcement far 
made that Hon. Mr. Blake bnd da- 
cided not to accept the Chief Justice- 
ship of the Supreme Court. The Li- 
beral party is to be congratulated up 
on the determination. The honor ol 
such an appointment to a lawyer re 
sides in the offer, Lot iu tho accep- 
tance, and the qualifications of ^ir. 
Blake for the highest judicial position 
in the Dominion aro quite .as genera! 
ly believed La now u j they would have 
been if he had allowed his name to bo 
gazetted. Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, tho 
Premier of the Dominion, has never 
shown any selfishness in his manner 
of treating his colleugues and suppor- 
ters. Mr. Duhon was appointed Chief 
Justico of Quebec at the instauco of 
Mr. Mackenzio, though the Premier 
lost an efficient and trustworthy col- 
league, whose plane was Tery hard to 
fill, for no othei man possessed in so 

freat a degree the esteem and conti- 
ence of the French Liberals. The 
intimacy of Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. 
Blake in the battles of tho Reform 
party has been even closer than that I 
of Mr. Mackenzie tsnd Mr. Dorion. Be- 
longing to the same Province, Metal's. 
Blake and Mackenzie fought side by 
side in the Local Lejm'kture and then 
transferred their aei rices to the wider 
field of the Dominion Parliament, 
leading their party to success in both. 
In Bottling the difficult questions 
■which have had to bo debated since 
the Libond Grovernment took oQice, 
Mr. Blake has helped his party by 
wise counsels and intelligent advo- 
cacy on tho floor of the House. That 
Mr. Mackenzio has xalued this aid 
no one can deny, yet he has not for- 
borne to release Mr. Blako from . fur- 
ther Parliamentary duty by offering 
him a place of honor and omolument 
upon tbo bench. The appointment 
-which Mr. Blake has seen tit to de- 
cline givos its holder precedence in 
Canada, with a salary of $8,000 a year. 
From a pecuniary point of view, it is 
better than that of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Ontario, for the expenses of 
the latter position more thancounteibal 
ance tho extra salary pertaining to it, 
and the life tenure of tho former ia 
another advantage. No doubt a 
worthy incumbont will ho found for 
the Chief Justiceship. Wo can hardly 
nuppose that Mr. Blake refused it for 
poeuninry reasons, or Localise ho did 
not oonndor tno judgeship a worthy 
object of professional ambition. His 
friends and admirers agreed that his 
services in tho political world would 
bring greater advantage to Canada, 
and it i* to bo desired Unit he will be 
able to engage more actively iu poli- 
tical life than he has done in the past. 
There is work for him to do, the way 
lies open, and tho Liberal party will 
be disappointed if Mr. Blake does not 
speedily fulfil the expectations that 
have been aroused in conu*«-t.ion with 
the political programme to which ho 
stands committed.

Queens' Birthday. 

Monday broke gloomily and the croak- 
ora prophesied ruin; but as tbo morning; 
grew old the weather improved, and with 
tbo exception of a high wind which blow 
tbo dust about in clouds, tbo croakors 
■were disappointed. Ail the bunting in 
town was thrown to tbo breeze atan early 
bour. H. M. S. Repulse at Esquimau, 
H. M. S. Myrmidon, lying in this harbor, 
the' lludson Bay Go's steamers, tho bark 
Stella and other vessels were gailj deoor- 
ated. Tho Repulse and Myrmidon tired 
Royal Salutes at noon, and soon the roada 
leading to the Gor^e — tbo scene of the 
Regatta — were crowded with people bent 
on pleasure. Tho number of ladies pra 
sent formed qnito a contrast to tho state 
of thiug3 at tho Hill on Saturday. The 
Datives mustered pretty strongly, proba- 
bly because they could get there in their 
favorite way by Kanim. Tho men-of-war 
launches, in which the snilors and mar- 
ines wero to run. with a fleet of small 
beats containing officers and friends, 
were towed up by tho steam pinnace, a 
splendid little craft, nnd about 1:4.5 p. m. 
the 6ports commenced. 

The 1st race was a handicap race for 
youths under IS). The ' Star," "Ama- 
teur" and "Tyno" were tho names of the 
boats — the second boat having 6 lengths 
start and tho third 12 lengths. Tho ''Am- 
ateur" scarcely made as much perhaps of 
their start as they uiight have done, keep- 
ing too much to the left and having to 
■beer out again to clear Gurtis' [ J oint; 
bnt they oame in first, the '"Tyne" 2nd, 
and the "Star" well up. The race for 
the Corporation Cup was next, contested, 
and was won bj H. Stawart;Mr. Wall, who 
won it, we behove, la=t year, was unfor- 
tunate and caiuo in second. After this 
we had tho native odition of the Oxford 
and Cambridge, race. The cauoas came 
to tho lino promptly, two belonging to 
Viotoria and ono to Saanich. 
This contest afforded, we think, more 
amusement than any other, ths paddlo- 
wielders being saluted with advice and 
cheors in Indian, Chinook and Euglish 
aa they started, getting away pretty well 
together, and as they came in sight, the 
Indian exolamations were renewed, and 
were answered by tho grunts with which 
tho paddles accompanied every stroke. 
The Saanich crew camo in first, one of 
the Victoria canoes being qloso up, Tho 
■victors wavad thoir paddles aloft tho in- 
stant tho gun told them that tho raoe was 
over. 

The next to come forward were the Ad- 
miral's, Captain's and Commander's gal- 
leys. Tho first two unfortunately fouled, 
■which reduced the affair to a walk-ovor 
for the Commander's crew, who covored 
the course and received first prize. The 
two launches or "ton gun brigs," as a 
sailor called them, pulling 18 oars eaoh. 
■ one- crew being marines tho other tars, 
• "were got ready during tho last affair and 
duly dismissed, tho marines having a 
slight lead, but the blue jackets caught up 
before reaching Curtis' Point and came 
in a long way ahead. According to an 
pgreement the two galleys ^hich had 
fouled now camo to the lino again, to start 
for tho second prize and a purse, the gift 
of tho Admiral.- The Captain's galley- 
proved the winner; time, 17 minutes. 

Tho Blur: Jackets wore again called on. 
and tho v halo-boats from the Repulse 
and Myrmidon took their places, and the 
Captain's galley from tho latter ship was 
aoou proclaimed tho winner; tho officers' 
boat from the same ship second. 

Tho next to pull (vera tho contestants 
for Lord Duffer in's handsome silvor mo- 
dal. This race also fel I to Stewart, who 
came in well ahead; Wall having some 
lengths to snare betweon himself and El- 
liott. 

The next on the list was a handicap 
race for double sculls, but tho oarsmen 
not coming to time it was arruugud that h 
second canoe raoe Bhou Id bo substituted 
between another Saanich crow and one of 
the losing Victoria crew*. This was the 
best sight of the day, and was stoutly 
contested— Saanich gaiuiug steadily to- 
ward tho end at every stroke and winning 
in 1-1 J i minutes, which, we think, was the 
fastest time made during the afternoon. 

A four-oared handicap race between 
tho "Star," "Spray" and "Amateur," the 
latter having a start of six lengths, re- 
sulted in a victory for the Star's crew, 
1 the Spray 2nd, 

The Ringle sculls race for youths under 
19 brought out Mubki-h. J. Cotsford, J. 
Elliott, and G. N. Gowen. The first 
Xiuiued got off quickest and came in 
winner by about two lengths betweon 
him and Elliott. 

The last was a dingy race and was won 
by li. Keelor, defeating a sailor named 
Hill an<l J. Vaughan. 

This concluded tl o regatta and tbo 
visitors began to disporso, somo in the 
direction ot home, come towards Dodd's 
and Johnson's, where many of ,them, we 
believe, made a gallant effort to see the 
Bun riso bolore they returned to town. 
Tbo arrangements of the Committee were 
excellent, and race followed race with 
commendable rapidity, Heynes' band dis- 
coursing sweet music in tho intervals. 
The only hitch in the proceedings wa 
have heard complained of was tho failure 
of the steamer Leviathan to oonneot, 
caused by herboing out of repair. 

There were three boats upset during 
tho day, but no harm done.

The rovenuo steamer Douglas, Capt. 
Phamplett, returned about 5:15 p. m. 
yesterday, entering the harbor just as 
H. M. S. Myrmidon wus leaving. Tho 
Douglas loft tho X division of Surveyors 
under tho charge of Mr. Gaiusby at Bute 
Inlet, all safe. 

Mr. Hargreaves was roported to havo 
left tho Iulut 5 days before tho Douglas 
arrived und w*s supposed to bo at Go- 
mox. From Capt. Cooper, who found 
the Douglas at Nnuaimo, we learn that 
the Stickeou opened on tho 12th. All the 
boats uro running, but tho ground was 
still covered with snow ami tho season ia 
six wee.ks later than usual, and prospects 
necessarily backward. The Hope was 
inspected and subjected to tho samo re- 
strictions as other boats, viz: 100 lbs. of 
steam, and it was considered doubtful if 
sbo could get up the river. The Ger- 
trude is a great success and steams over 
the worst riffles on the fcitickeeu with a 
prossure of SO lbs. on the square iuch. 
Formerly steamboat ownorB contended 
that no bout could run on British Colum- 
bia waters with less than frum 100 to 100 
lbs. There are 3 mules still surviving of 
tho train taken up to Ruto Inlet by poor 
Mr. Waddiugton, and wo were assured 
that as soon as the steamer's whistle blew 
they came down to the beach— boiiio re- 
collection of civilization being probably- 
awakened by the sound. Tho Isabel, in 
which Capt. Cooper camo down to xs'au- 
nimo, stayed there to coal. Head winds 
and heavy weather all tho way down. 

Accidents and Incidents. — Q neon's 
Birthday was fruitful of accidents and 
incidents of an alarming character. Upon 
tho arrival of tho mail steamer at Esqui 
malt the wife and child of Captain Quim, 
who camo up as passengers, whilst step- 
ping from the stuamcr to tho wharf, fell 
into the water and were with difficulty 
rescued from drowning. . . .The captain 
and five of the crew of tho ship Gavilan, 
lying in tho outer harbor, left the ship in 
the gig at 12 o'clock, and when off Macau- 
lay's Point wore upset by a sudden 
squall. The captain lashed his wife to 
gig's bottom, and with the sailors hold 
on to tbo capsized craft until a boat put 
off from their ship and resoued them 
. . . .There woro threo boat accidents at 
th« Gorge caused by upsets and although 
the occupants were thoroughly wet all 
wore saved. .. .The roads leading to the 
Gorgo were crowded with pedestrians, 
horsemen and robioles and many spills 
took place. A carriage in which wera 
seated Mr. F. Saunders, his wifo and 
several others, was upset and Mrs. Saun- 
ders and Miss Liddoll sustained extensive 
injuries— tho former having two rilrs 
broken. Mrs. Thomas Smith was badly- 
hurt by the capsizing of another vehicle 
and lay for two houra insensible . . .Late 
in the evening a disgraceful light took 
place near the Gorge during which one 
man (said to be from Seattle) was so 
badly injured that he had to bo carried 
from the ground. Sevoral other men 
wero punished soveroly. 

Nnw Gkavino Dock at Esqoimalt, 
British Columbia. — A dispatch from 
Victoria says: "The Provincial Govern- 
ment is advertising for tenders for the 
construction of tho Esquirnalt Graving 
Dock. For the benefit of Califoruians, 
plans and specifications of this great un- 
dertaking will bo deposited at the British 
Consulate in San Francisco. Tenders 
will bo reooived up to tho 2oth of July, 
and must bo accompanied by a bond in 
the sum of 37,500." Tho above is from 
tho San Francisco Bulletin, It will be 
news to most Victorians.

Bo tch 
closes for Tilton, and, being the most 
eloquent speaker, tho Courtroom will 
doubtless bo crowded to suffocation. 
It is expected that Porter will close on 
Friday and Evarts on Tuesday follow- 
ing. Beach begins on Wednesday, 
the 2bth, and will close on Friday. 
Judge Neilson will occupy a day per- 
haps in his charge to tho jury. It, 
will bo confined to instructing them as 
to thoir duty and the laws bearing on 
the case.

A proposal for free trade botwoon 
Tasmania and Nov South Wales has 
been made by the former colony, 
which the New South Walos Govern- 
ment look upon with favor. 

At noon on Tuesday, tho 6th of 
April, tho Seventh Intercolonial Exhi- 
bition, under tho auspices of tho Agri- 
cultural Society of New South Walos, 
was opened by His Excellency the 
Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson. 



Hawaii.

Mr. Boothby's agricultural statistics 
of tho harvest show that tho area un- 
der cultivation for wheat, was8of),638 
acres; average yield, II bushels 45 
pound per acre; total quantity, 9,802,- 
693 bushels. 

The Evangelical Allianco has decid- 
ed to invite Messrs. Moody and San 
koy to visit Adelaide. 

Victoria. 
Parliament meets on tho 25kh of 
May. 

Tho Cross of Chevalier (an Italian 
order) has been conferred on Ernest 
Giles, tho explorer. 

The imports of last year amount to 
nearly £17,000,000, and tho exports 
to over £15,000,000, this being £140,- 
000 over those of the previous yoar. 

Chevalier Bruno, an Italian gontle- 
man, bus applied to tho Minister of 
Lands for 2,000 acres of lands for ser- 
icultural purposes. 

Gibson & Co. have held a large sale 
of shorthorns and Herefords for Rob- 
ertson Bros., of Cohlo. There was a 
large attendance of buyers and breed- 
ers from all the colonies. The bid- 
dings wore spirited, and prices in ex- 
cess of tlioso obtained last year. 
Shorthorn bulls brought up to 510 
guineas each; heifers, 450 guineas; 
Hereford bulls, 550 guineas; heifeis, 
250 guineas. The stun total for be- 
tween 3U0 and 400 animals was over 
£20,600.

This com 
prises about 100,000 acres, and ia chiefly 
situated on tho east coast of tho penin- 
sula.

New York, May 18.— -The salo of 
pews iu Di.

Letter from Japan, 

A REMARKABLF ROBBEEY WHICH 
ENDED IN A DOUBLE SUICIDE. 

[Oarredpondcnce of the San Fr»nci6co ChronicloJ 

Yokohama, April 25, 1875. 
Intense excitement was causod hero 
a day or two ngo by an extraordinary 
robbery of, as yet, an unascertained 
amount of money from tho Bank of 
tho rt Coiriptoir d Escomplo de Paris" 
by om plovers in that establishment, 
viz:W.S. Swaby, Sub-accountant, and 
Camolli, tho Cashier; their llight from 
Yokol lama and eventual capture 
which ended iu what one may truth- 
fully term a fearful tragody. Tho 
following is a short history of tho af- 
fair: 

A man named Charles Adds, former- 
ly running a billiard saloon here, 
bought a small schooner callod the 
Iris, of about 210 tons, for $11,000. 
He spared no expense in fitting her 
out with every luxury, and on Monday, 
tho 19th inst., at 4 a.m., the vessel got 
under way and proceeded to sea, hav- 
ing previously cleared out for Manila 
in ballast. As soon as tho office of 
tho "Comptoir d' Escompto" opened 
at 10 o'clock the same morning, somo 
ono called on the Manager of that 
bank and asked him if any of tho em- 
ployees of tho bank were absent. He 
found everybody but Swaby and Cau- 
tolli at their posts. On calling at their 
hoasos the' servants of both said that 
masters had gotio to Yedo the previ- 
ous evening. Tho manager then went 
to the Oriental Bank, where tho dupli- 
cate keys of (he "Comptoir's treasury 
wore kept, and on counting the money 
therein, $40,000 in notes ulone were 
missed. 

an uxcitinq citase. 
He at onco obtained warrants for the 
arrest of Swaby, Adds aud Captain 
Withers of the Iris (it having come 
out in some mysterious way that she 
was the vessel concerned in tho mat- 
ter) , from the English Cousnlato, as they 
were all British subjects and tho schoo- 
ner under English colors; and for Can- 
telli's arrest from tho Italian Consul. A 
small steamer was chartered, aud H.M.S. 
Thalia sent a sub-Lieutenant with six 
blue-jackets, well armed, on board. They 
were picked men ami tho best shots in 
tho ship, as it was fully expected there 
would be some fighting, especially with 
Swaby; besides, every one knew that if 
tho steamer captured them, Swaby would 
never bo taken alive. The steamer start- 
ed at 2:15 p.m. on Monday, so that tho 
Iris had a start of of some ten hours, but 
the breeze which had been fairly good 
in tho morning early, foil to a dead calm 
towBid noon. At 10 r.M., the lights of a 
steamer were visible coming up the bay, 
and in a fow minutes after it w« discov- 
ered that sho had a vessel in tow, which 
turned out to be tho Iris. The excite- 
ment was great to learn the particulars of 
the capture. Wo hadn' to wait long. 

a Doonnis suicide,. 
It appears that at 4:30 p. m. the steamor 
sighted the scuoonor in tow of a lot of 
fishing-boats, aud ae they got nearer they 
saw Swaby and Cantelli standing iu the 
companion way watching them with 
glasses. Gil getting almost alongside 
these two suddenly want below, and im- 
mediately two or three pistols shots wero 
heard from the cabin.. The China boy 
came rushing on deck and said that ''two 
piecey gentlemen have inakey die?" The 
Captain told the second mate to go be- 
low, and he found that Swaby had Bbot 
himself through the heart and Cnntelli 
had shot himself through tho brain 
Swaby died two minutes after the 
sohoouer was boarded, but Cantelli lived 
in great agony uutill nearly midnight, 
when ho expired. In the man Adds 
there was no show of any fight; he quiet- 
ly submitted to arrest, as did the Captain, 
bnt the latter is quito innocent of any 
knowledge of the robbery or of any guilty 
parcipation in tho affair whatever. On 
Tuesday morning, the 20th instant, the 
dead bodies were brought on shore, and 
hundreds of foreigners went to the dead- 
house to see thorn. 

A DISHONORED FUNERAL , 
Tho verdict was brought in of "felo do 
se" or self-murder through tho tempta- 
tion of tho devil, before his God and 
against tho laws of hor Majesty the 
Queen. The English Consul issued an 
order for Swaby 's burial (a third-class one j 
between the hours of '.) p.m., and midnight 
and that ho be buried on the outskirts of 
the graveyard as privately as possible; 
but notwithstanding this a very laige 
number of poor Bwaby's friends followed 
him to the grove. The Rev. Mr. Syle, 
British Consular Chaplain, was at the 
grave, with the intention of reading the 
burial service over the body, just as lie 
wua commencing bo wus stopped by Con- 
stable Hodges of the British CouBuliiit, 
who stud he had received orders from 
Russell Robertson, her Britannic M.ijes 
ty's Consul, to prohibit him (Mr. Syle) 
doing anything of the kind; Consequent 
ly no service was read, but 1 believe the 
kind and good old gentleman, Mr. Syle, 
offered up a short player for the re|.o<c 
of poor Swaby's soul, notwithstanding 
the opposition of the Euglish Consul 
Groat was the indignation of every ono 
stadding near the grave, and I thought 
at one time the awful power of the Eng- 
lish Consul would have been defied by 
placing Constable Hodge to the right 
about-face out of the graveyard.

Japan. 

-An Imperial edict was issued on the 
14611 of April announcing the aboli- 
tion of the Sa in and Yu-iu, two deli- 
berative departments of State, aud the 
substitution for them of two new bod- 
ies, the Gon-ro-in and the Dai-shiu-m. 
The Constitution of theso bodies is, so 
far, very obscure. It is generally be- 
lieved that the first is an assembly of 
men of mature administrative experi- 
ence, who will debate upon such ques- 
tions as are suggested by the condi- 
diou or wants of the country, and 
whoso resolutions upon theso wi'll bo 
submitted to the Council of State for 
nppioval. If passed by tho Council 
they will be sent down to tho second 
body and thero bo thrown into the 
forms of law. 

The "Echo du Japan" announces 
that a Japanoso officer has submitted 
to the S;i in a proposal for connecting 
all the different Kenchos, including 
the Liou-kious, by telegraphic linos, 
as also the several barracks, with a 
view to early information iu tho event 
of a war or insurrection.
